Although we hope and bel eve I hat it is not 
yet too late, by the use of sufficiently stern 
; and vigorous measures, to dislodge its fatal 
hold, that hold has become fearfully strong. 
The numbers already known to be victims to 
leprosy, the still larger number who arc un­ 
doubtedly infected, the steady, remorseless 
activity with which it is extending, all tell us 
with ghastly assurance that. unless remedial 
measures are used more effective than have 
been hitherto applied, our Hawaiian people 
will become In a very few year* a nation of 
lepers. 
Do we consider what this means'.' ii means 
the disorganization and total destruction of 
civilization, properly values, aud industries, of 
our churches, our contributions, our Hawaii­ 
an board ami its work of missions.

A Nation of Lepers- 


OX THE BRISK OF A HORRIBLE PIT— A SUGGES­ 
TIVE DOCUMENT FROM THfwPASTORS IX XIHL. 
HAWAIIAN KINGDOM. 


The Hawaiian Gazette of June Its publishes 
the following remarkable statement on lepro­ 
sy and resolutions adoptad by t-ho Hawaiian 
Evangelical Association at Honolulu, .Tune 
10th : 


The disease of leprosy iu these islands has 
assumed such an aspect that 11 becomes our 
immediate duly to determine our course of 
action, as pastors and teachers, respecting it. 
This loathsome, incurable and deadly disease 
has fastened upon the vitals of the nation. 
Although we hope and bel cve that it is not 
yet too late, by the use of sufficiently stern 
and vigorous measures, to dislodge its fatal 
hold, that hold has become fearfully strong. 
The numbers already known to lie victims to 
leprosy, the still larger number who are un­ 
doubtedly infected, the steaiy, remorseless 
activity with which it is extending, all tell us 
with "Lastly assurance that, unless remedial 
measures are used more effective than have 
been hitherto applied, our Hawaiian people 
will become in a very few years a nation of 
lepers. 
Do we consider what this means? It means 
the disorganization and total destruction of 
civilization, property values, aud industries, of 
our churches, our contributions, our Hawaii­ 
an board and its work of missions. 
It means 
shame, and defeat, atul disgraceful overthrow 
to all that Is promising and fair iu the nation. 
We are on the brink of a horrible pit, full of 
loathsomeness, into which our feet are rapid­ 
ly sliding. 
The chief cause of our peril is not 
that God, who has stricken our nation with 
Ilis awful judgment, lias placed no remedy 
within our reach. 
He has, given a remedy 
which the experience of wise men and wise 
nations has nu de certain. 
Ho has laid the 
rule down in the law givofi to Israel by His 
servant Moses. 
It is this: Strict, thorough 
separation from us of all infected persons; not 
only of established lepers, but also of all who 
are reasonably suspected. 
If we obey God's 
leading and follow this rule, our nation will 
be saved. 
If wc do not. we are doomed to an 
early and shameful death. 
Our great peril is 
from ignorance on this, subject among the 
common people, and their consequent apathy 
and perversity. 
They refuse to separate their 
lepers from 1 hem. 
They eat, drink and sleep 
with them. 
They oppose their removal and 
hide them. 
They listen to the voices of evil- 
minded men who raise an outcry against l he 
king and his helpers, when they strive to root 
out the evil thing. 
We, therefore, as pastors 
and teachers, as an association, have a pres­ 
sing duly. 
It is t¿is: To each and persuade 
all the people to obey the law of God and sep­ 
arate llic lepers trout among us, and, while 
striving to comfort and strengthen with the 
love of Jesus the afflicted hearts of the lepers 
and their friends, also to teach every leper 
who cleaves to his people and refuses to go 
away, that he is sinning against the lives 
of man and against the law of God. There­ 
fore, 
Resolved, That every pastor and preacher 
of this association bo instructed to pi each 
frequently, and particularly to his people, up­ 
on the duty of isolating their lepers, especial­ 
ly as1ttu*tratcd by the. Mosaic law in the thir­ 
teenth chapter of ’Leviticus; also, that he use 
diligently his iicrsonal ellorts to induce Un­ 
people to perform this duty. 
Resolved, To sot apart the 18th day of July 
next as a day of fasting, ot repentance, be­ 
fore God, of our sins, and especially for those 
sins which promote the spread of this disease, 
and also as a day of prayer to God to 
strengthen the king and officers of the gov­ 
ernment in cleansing the land of this disease, 
and turn the hearts of the people to help in 
this work of saving the nation. 
The above i- signed by tifty-one prominent 
citizens.

Tlic search by the authorities for cases of 
j leprosy still continues with unabated vigor, 
and, we are sorry to say, with the most bril­ 
liant success. 
Great and serious attention 
lias been called to the wide-spread nature of 
this loathsome disease, and everybody is feel­ 
ing much alarmed at the revelations made, 
except the natives themselves, 
li does not 
tepni to be possible to arouse them to a sense 
of the danger of infection consequent upon 
intimate connection with those afflicted with 
the disease, and in this apathy, or stolid in­ 
difference, lies the great obstacle to the exter­ 
mination of the plague. 
There Is a certain 
stage of this disease that has no outward sign 
save an increased brilliancy of the eye and 
complexion, and a luxuriant fullness of form, 
that in a female patient is very alarming and 
dangerous. 
It is not to be wondered at, then, 
that there are cases known where one woman 
lias had taken away from her three husbands, 
sent to Molokai as confirmed lepers. 
Even­ 
tually the woman will go there herself, but 
not until she is a mass of ulceration, a living 
lump of corruption. 
Everything is being 
done that the law in the ease will admit of, 
but the next legislature will be called upon 
to pass r-dii! more stringent laws in the mat­ 
ter.

W a sh in g to n. August 12.—Lieut Col. Brack­ 
ett, of ike tjpcond Cavalry, commanding at 
Fort Slatnbougb, Wyoming Territory, under 
dale of July 29th writes to the Assistant. Ad­ 
jutant General ut Omaha as follows: 
“ Lieut. V,'heeler returned from his scout 
after tbo lndiaus who murdered Mrs, Richards 
and MÍ33 Hall on the 20th iust. last evening. 
He followed them until the trail wa3 complete­ 
ly washed out by a severo hail and rain storm 
and lie found il useless to go any further. 
In 
his opinion they were Sioux from about Fort 
Fetterm an. IIo had determined to follow them 
with his small command of forty men, but it 
is as well perhaps that he did not do so. 
Ilis 
men would have been overpowered. In my 
opinion a thorough scout ought to be made 
from this to Fetterman w ith three companies 
of cavalry, aud I think two more companies 
ought to be eeut here for the summer and au­ 
tumn, which could ho sent away at the ap­ 
proach of winter. 
Company B has been 
scouting constantly, and it is fair that they 
should be relieved and sent down towards 
Omaha to winter. 
Unless more troops are 
sent here, it is only a question of time before 
sil tho settlers on Popougle will be killed by 
the savages.” 
The report was forwarded to Gen. Sheridan 
and he endorsed it as follows: 
“ Respectfully forwarded. 
The murders and 
robberies made from tim e to timo in Wind 
River Valley are by tho Siaux or their allies, 
tho northern Arapaboes and Cheyenne?, who 
have their homes in the country abont Forts 
Fetterm an and Laramie. 
They come slyly 
and return so rapidly that it is impossible for 
troops to overtake them. 
I do not approve 
of the scout propo ed, as it would do no good. 
However, if the government will let us puuish 
the Indians after they reach home with tbe 
troops stationed at Fetterm an and Laramie, 
I think wo can do it by taking advantage of 
somo favorable opportunity. 
There are no 
Indtans in tho western country who so richly 
deserve a hard blow as those about Fotts 
Fetternhan and Laramie. 
P . II. S h e r id a n, 
Licut.-Gen. Commanding.” 
Upon being received by GeD. Sberman ihe 
docum ent was eudorscd as follows: 
“ Respectfully forwarded to the Secretary of 
War for his information. 
I really do not un­ 
derstand by wbat treaty or by what authority 
any Indians are allowed to reside at or near 
Forts Laramio and Fetterm an.

Old Senator Tiemann didn't work just 
right on tbe 8th Avenue Railroad and other 
biils last winter.

enough for a Senator; Marcy may receive a 
state nomination; “ Tim ” Campbell fronts to 
be a Senator, and Van Y'alkenburgh, of Al­ 
bany, wants a Democratic state nomination.

Letter from Cen. Pillow. 
General Gideon J. Pillow lja-j written a lat­ 
ter correcting some published statements con­ 
cerning his surrender to the I'nion forces In 
Montgomery, Alabama, in 1865, and dost* it 
as follows: Though I was wilhoat money, and 
though my gray confederate uniform was worn 
and covered with dust, and dingy from U sage 
and the service it had seen, when J reached 
Montgomery, whet* I was thrown amit! large 
numbers of federal officers with brilliant uni­ 
forms, yet I was uniformly and alw ays recog­ 
nized with a respectful military salute by offi­ 
cers and privates of the federal army, tytil 
p-essed with oilers of money and everything 
else I needed by the distinguished officers 
above named, who had served with me in the 
Mexican war; yet I accepted no money—not 
onp dollar—from any of them. 
Put it is due 
to them to soy that I could not have l»ecu 
treated with greater courtesy and kindness, if 
I had been an officer of rank in the federal 
army than I was. 
As tho lad surviving gen­ 
eral officer of the regular ai my who served iii 
the Mexican war, I take pleasure Iii saying 
that the bitterness engendered by the lute civil 
war was not sufficient to erase the respect and 
friendship formed by the officers who fought 
in that war. 
And that though I committed 
what the fedora? soldiers und northern people 
consider a great error and grave crime by my 
services In the late war, yet I have never met 
I federal officer, during or since tho late civil 
war, who has failed to treat me with courtesy 
and respect, and duly to appreciate my servi­ 
ces lo the government in the Mexican war.— 
Among these, I am happy to mention the 
marked respect and kindness I received from 
the great soldier, Hie present d tetlng^ boil 
President of tho nation, since he has been iii 
his present exalted position, for whom it was 
my pleasure to give my humble vote against 
hi* competitor for the poshitHi Im now occu­

Eel Motion l ’roiwdlor. 


An inventive genius of Greenpoiui a few 
days since exhibited a model propelled for 
steam vessels, upon which he has for u lengthy 
period been cx|>erimenting, which diflers from 
the ordinary propeller in that tho propulsion 
is rflecte I by a motion pertaining to that of 
an eel instead of revolving.

L etter from G en. P illo w . 
General Gideon J. Pillow l)a^ written a loi­ 
ter correcting some published statements con­ 
cerning his surrender to the Union forces in 
Montgomery, Alabama, in 1865, and closes it 
as follows: Though I was withoat money, and 
though my gray confederate uniform was worn 
and covered with dust, and dingy from Usage 
and the service it had seen, when J. reached 
Montgomery, where I was thrown amKllarge 
numbers of federal officers with brilliant xtni* 
forms, yet I was uniformly and always recog­ 
nized with a respectful military salute by offi­ 
cers aud privates of the federal army, fyitl was ' 
p -essed with oilers of money and everything j 
else 1 needed by the distinguished officers ¡ 
above named, who had served with me in the j 
Mexican war; yet 1 accepted no money—uot ] 
one dollar—from any of them. 
But it is due 
to them to say that I could not have been 
treated with greater courtesy and kindness, if 
I had been an officer of rank in the federal 
army than I was. 
As the last surviving gen­

that the bitterness engendered by the lute civil 
war was not sufficient to erase the respect and 
friendship formed by the officers who fought 
in that war. 
And that though I committed 
what the federa? soldiers and northern people 
consider a great error and grave crime by my 
services in the late war, yet I have never met 
a federal officer, during or since the late civil 
war, who has failed to treat me with courtesy 
and respect, and duly to appreciate my servi­ 
ces to the government in the Mexican war.— 
Among these, I am happy to mention the 
marked respect aud kindness I received from 
the great soldier, the present distingqpebed 
President of the nation, since he lias been in 
his present exalted position, for whom it was 
my pleasure to give my humble vote against 
his competitor for the position lie now occu­ 
pies. 


Eel Motion Pronellor. 
An iuventive genius of Greenpolut u few 
days since exhibited a model propellor for 
steam vessels, upon which he has for a lengthy 
period been experimenting, which differs from 
the ordinary propeller in that llio propulsion 
is effected by a motion pertaining to that of 
an eel instead of revolving. 
The model i3 
about two feet in length, shaped like an ordi­ 
nary freight barge, at the stern of which is 
attached the contrivance referred to, 
This 
consists of an elongated rudder, fortr. eel of two 
flexible slabs, which for practical use may be 
■arrow pieces of wood ti tied together closely 
to sw ing from a straight piece that forms the 
top of the rudder. 
Tkqt below is acted upon 
by u spirally curved rod revolving in jd l the 
rudder, by which is imparted the eel like mo­ 
tion to force the boat through the water, the 
principle of which is sini ¡lar toíhát of the or­ 
dinary screw propeller. 
The model experi­ 
mented with was furnished with a propclipr of 
of this description made of brass wire set 
closely together, and its actiou showed that 
the combination of rudder and propeller can 
be made advantageously. 
Although the flexi­ 
ble sides were vwM -submerged to more thnu 
one-fourth thair depth, quite a satisfactory 
rate of speed wn3attaincd on this occasion.— 
The invento* feels assured a fair rate of speed 
can he secured Tor vessels navigating shallow 
waters, yet disclaims any designs upon canals. 
One advantage in f*H»r of the eel motion is 
that, unlike the paddle or «crow, it creates no 
perceptible Jar as the beatiig of the water is 
dispensed with., . .

Providing for building bridges, and chartering 
com panies for such purposes, excep t 011 the Hud­ 
son river below YVatertoid, and on the East river, 
or over the w aters form ing a part of the bounda­ 
ries of the state.

Tho persons holding 
the offices at the tim e w hen this section shall take 
effect shall continue to bold tire- sam e until the first 
day of January n ext succeeding the first election 
of comptroller and secretary of state, pursuant to 
the provisions hereof, and shall each receive a sala­ 
ry to be fixed by law for such tim e as thev m av 
hold such offices beyouil the term far which they 
shall have beeu elected.
